At 
present there are six other counties 
that will vote on the adoption of the 
law in November. It has carried in 
every county where vn:ea on. 

Thu compulsory school attendance 
law was passed during the 1 «>*3 ses¬ 
sion ol thr legislature and become* 
eftective tn a school district of coun¬ 
ty, when by petition an election t* 
culled on its adoption and the voters 
decide for :hemgctv«fr to adopt this 
measure for the benefit of the school*.

FOOD AND DRUGS ACT PREVENTS INTERSTAT ESHIPMENT 
OF SWEATED 1MMAURE ORANGES AND GRAPEFRUIT 


II. \V. Hagcman, a New York chem¬ 
ist, connected wi.h one of the large 
chemical works of the North, was in 
Tnllahi*sce recently and had a long 
talk with Commissioner McRae about 
Florida's oil producing plants. He 
said the war had largely cut off the 
supply of vegetable oils imported from 
Oriental countries and the rssu't Is 
hat our American manufacturers have 
lu-cn greatly emtarrascscd. 

Nearly 500 Useful Vegetable Oils 

There are nearly 500 kinds of oils 
secured from vegetation of one kind 

• <r another, and used in food articles, 
manufactures and arts. Substitutes 
are being sought. The common, ev-| 

• ry day peanut is now coming into its 
own. Its nil i s now found to takt 
(lie place of suite thirty differed* 
kinds of oil. heretofore coming from 
India. China und the \siun islands. 
The peanut grows in nearly ewry 
county in Florida. The last biennial 
report of the Florida department 01 
jgricnl.ure shows »» production of 
something like j.ooo/oo hutdirU, most- 
used f«»r feeding purposes* A* al¬ 
ready said, it is nov recognized as a 
staple, being listed with cotton, su¬ 
gar. and tobacco a* an acceptable 
commodity which the federal regional 
bank* will take as collateral and loan 
money on.

FEDERAL FARM CHILD LABOR 

LOAN BOARD TO LAW AFFECTS 
MEETJN FLORIDA FORTY STATES 

Will Hold Session in Jacksonville to Reports That Only Three State* Are 
Hear Farmers and Those Interested Below Standard Denied By National 
On November scab. Child Labor Committee. 


Washington, D. C., Oct i« Grow¬ 
ers and shippers of orange* and grape¬ 
fruit are making many inquiries of the 
United St«tc* Department t»f \grl- 
culttir in relrrence to what action will 
lie takrn by the Department during the 
coming season toward preventing the 
shipuivnt into interstate commerce ut 
immature citrus fruit* which have 
hern artificially Colored by sweating. 
The of’trials in charge of the enfor *e- 
meill of the Food and Drug* Net 
•tate thr> will hr guided in their ac¬ 
tion by the position of the Department 
previously Announced, to the effect 
that lh* shipment in inrvrstnfs com* 
merer of immature orange* and grape¬ 
fruit. which are swrated either before 
shipment or cm route, i* h violation 
of the Fond and Drugs Art when the 
sweating conceals inferiority by mak¬ 
ing unripe Imit appear tn he ripe 
The sweating process turns the green 
color of the unripe fruit t-» yellow, 
and fruit #0 treated ha* the appear¬ 
ance of being ripe. However, exten¬ 
sive investigation* by the Department 
have shown that the sweating process 
docs nor rtr.cn the immature fruit. 

One of the test* lo determln*. 
whether or not an orange is mature 
is the so-calted "cight-to-one' test. 
Tins test is based on the ratio of the 


soluble solids lo Hie acid contained In 1 
Ihr juice of the orange. The soluble 

• did* increase 9* *he orange ripen*. 
»t loir the icl.I decreases. The orange* 
Hfr considered hntualurr until the 
iilkv (tinUiti* «r»|i|h|e solids equal to

|Thv Ajiiiiiiiit of Ndlnlilr solids in or¬ 
ange juice Is abnum equivalent to the

If orange* do not meet this test 
they are considered Immature, and if 
colored by sweating then it is con¬ 
sidered that inferiority is concealed.

The report recently circulated that 
the federal child lahor law will only 
affect two or three Southern states Is 
denounced at the headquarters of the 
National Child Labor Committee os 
another effort in discredit a law which 
will he far more effective than ita ene¬ 
mies care to have it. 

"It i* true that there arc only three 
states that have not yet adopted the 
M-year limit provided for in the fed¬ 
eral bilk" said Owen R. Lnvejoy, gen¬ 
eral secretary of the National Child 
Labor Committee, "hut it is also true 
that of the 4i> states which have adopt 
ed the 1-i-year limit (including the 
Distrift of Columbia) there are iq 
which have exemptions to it for cases 
of poverty, employment In CAnneric*. 
employment with special permit, etc 
Some exemptions will not by permit¬ 
ted under the federal taw. 

"There are other provisions in the 
lull beside the 14-year limit, however. 
The H-hour day clause for children un¬ 
der to will affect state* which still 
permit such children to he employcq 
0, to ai d 11 hours a day. The prohi¬ 
bitum of night work will prevent chil¬ 
dren under 16 from working at night 
in 14 states, ami the i6*year limit for 
mines and quarries will eliminate the 
young children fnmi the mints in to 
mining state*. 

"Only two *»*rex—New Mexico and 
Wyoming, have none of the provision* 
of tlie federal law, hut on the other 
hand oidy nine states have auoptea 
nil of the standards. This mean* that 
to s»nt**s and the District of Coltiulbi*, 
instead of three state*, as tome of the 
newspapers have reported, are below 
the standards of the federal law. and 
•ontr of these will he affected not only 
on one account hut on several.

which came out of action with hut aro 
men.

Recovering from 
the third wound he was ordered to the

LUMINOUS SUGAR 

Grocer* and others who have bad 
occasion lo handle sugar have Irt- 
tucntly noticed a soft, blttith light 
when a scoop wa» scraped across 
solidly caked sugar in the bin. Loose 
sugar does not show this glow, nor 
does granulated. The eausc of thi* 
peculiar light is in the fracturing of 
the sugar crystals, says r .hc Indiana¬ 
polis News. Luminescence of thi* 
type accompanies the hreaktng »f 
I crystals of a number of different sub-1 
stances, but in none is it more pro¬ 
nounced than in rock randy. To get | 
the best effect place lumps hctwrrn 
the jaws of nut crackers, or forceps, 
and suddenly crush the crystal to 
fragments. If the room ha* previous¬ 
ly been darkened the flash «u light 
may he seen at a distance of twenty 
yard* or more. 

TO GET RID OF SPARROWS

rid of English sparrow* except target 
rifles and a great deal of patience, 
say* an exchange.
